SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  final  payment  has  been  made  on  the  note  for  the  former  Universahst 
Church  building. 

The  final  Flood  Disaster  Aid  Funds  from  the  1973  floods  was  paid.  We 
paid  outstanding  debts  from  this  fund  that  were  owed  from  this  flood  disaster. 

Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  have  been  extended  for  another  year.  At 
this  time  we  are  not  sure  of  the  exact  amount;  but,  it  will  be  around  $5,000. 

Due  to  the  state's  economy  crisis,  we  have  been  forewarned  that  state  aid 
programs  could  be  decreased. 

Our  solid  waste  is  a  serious  problem.  We  have  been  ordered  to  cease  and 
desist  as  of  July  1,  1977  and  also  to  clean  up  the  present  dump  area.  This  is 
going  to  be  a  costly  venture;  but,  we  have  been  working  hard  on  the  problem 
to  try  to  determine  the  least  costly  way  to  pursue  the  issue.  We  thank  Dan 
Curll  for  all  of  his  help  on  the  solid  waste  problem. 

We  have  recommended  departments  to  be  more  realistic  in  their 
appropriations  in  line  with  the  recommendation  of  the  auditor.  Every  year 
there  have  been  overdrafts  due  to  inadequate  appropriations  and  this  year 
due  to  an  error  on  the  part  of  the  state  we  have  a  substantial  deficit. 

The  Bell  H  ill  bridge  was  reconstructed  and  we  feel  it  was  a  job  well  done. 
We  have  two  articles  relative  to  bridges  on  this  warrant.  We  had  only 
anticipated  one  bridge  project  this  year;  but  unfortunately  we  have  two 
bridges  posing  safety  problems. 

We  did  not  use  the  state  for  the  audit  this  year  and  found  using  the  other 
source  a  much  better  procedure.  We  thank  the  town  for  authorizing  this 
alternate  method  at  last  year's  town  meeting. 

We  wish  to  thank  Harry  Neal  for  advising  us  on  office  matters  when  we 
requested  his  help.  We  appreciate  your  understanding  as  to  the  problems  we 
have  had  this  year  with  two  new  selectmen  trying  to  conduct  this  office  most 
of  the  year  by  themselves.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

As  your  Librarian,  I  submit  my  report  for  1976. 

Library  hours  changed  in  July  from  Monday  and  Tuesday  from  1  to  6 
and  Wednesday  from  I  to  4  and  6  to  8  to  Monday  and  Friday  1  to  6  and 
Wednesday  1  to  4  and  6  to  8. 

Three  book  meetings  were  attended  in  the  District  Office  of  N.H.  state 
Library  in  Keene,  youth  books  were  on  display. 

Posters  were  again  supplied  to  Vilas  Jr.  and  Alstead  Elementary  Schools 
for  National  Library  Week  in  April  and  Book  Week  in  November. 

During  March,  Youth  Month,  exhibits  of  Arts  and  Crafts  by  3rd  through 
the  8th  grades  were  on  display  and  one  large  mural,  5x4  feet  was  made  of 
hundreds  of  shells  of  all  kinds  and  small  stones.  Many  patrons  especially 
enjoyed  that  one  along  with  the  others. 

During  the  summer  Acworth's  3rd  and  4th  grades  displayed  winter  scenes 
and  Alstead's  3rd  grade  displayed  art  of  "To  each  his  own  rainbow"  during 
fall. 

Weather  permitting,  the  bus  pupils  visited  the  library  on  Mondays 
accompanied  by  2  adults  our  thanks  go  to  these  adults  again. 

The  summer  reading  program  for  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th  grades  was  again 
"The  Bicentennial  Reading  Program".  29  entered  and  21  completed  each 
child  read  15  or  more  books  to  qualify.  Those  completing  were  awarded 
certificates  and  their  pictures  in  our  weekly  News  Review.

REPORT  OF  THE  ALSTEAD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  three  new  fire  commissioners  the  Alstead  Fire 
Department  has  made  fine  progress  and  changes  within  the  Department.  We 
appointed  Ronald  Jacobson  as  first  Deputy  and  Warren  Campbell  as  second 
Deputy  fire  chief.  Warren  Campbell  was  also  appointed  Town  Forest  Fire 
Warden. 

Many  of  the  firemen  attended  training  sessions  sponsored  by  both  local 
and  state  agencies.  This  included  certification  of  two  firemen,  Warren  and 
Delinda  Campbell  as  Emergency  Medical  Treatment  Technicians.  In  this 
regard  we  have  planned  to  have  many  more  firemen  attend  training  sessions 
in  Emergency  Medical  treatment  and  state  sponsored  schools  in  Forest  Fire 
fighting. 

Although  we,  the  commissioners,  inherited  a  $1,400.00  deficit  we 
managed  to  stay  very  close  to  the  original  budget  due  in  part  to  the  help  of  the 
selectmen  and  should  not  encounter  this  type  of  problem  in  the  future. 

The  department  answered  26  fire  calls  in  town  including:  16  chimney,  3 
sawmill,  1  house,  3  brush  and  grass,  1  propane  tank,  1  electrical  and  1  gasoline 
fire.  YOUR  department  also  answered  17  mutual  aid  calls,  6  to  assist  other 
departments  in  fighting  fires  and  1 1  to  cover  other  department  stations. 

Your  fire  department  held  12  meetings,  had  1 1  drills  and  3  special  drills 
along  with  answering  7  medical  emergencies  and  one  automobile  accident  for 
a  total  of  77  different  meetings,  drills,  fires  and  assistant  calls. 
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POLICE  REPORT  -  1976 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent  that  American  citizens  must  develop 
an  attitude  of  resistance  to  crime  and  take  basic  preventative  measures  to 
reduce  their  vulnerability  to  criminal  acts.  We,  in  a  small  community  have  an 
advantage  over  larger  towns  and  cities  because  we  are  usually  aware  of  our 
neighbors  activities  and  their  whereabouts.  If  something  appears  to  be 
unusual  or  different  it  is  quickly  noticed  by  concerned  neighbors  or  friends 
and  can  be  reported  at  once.  We  urge  people  to  report  anything  suspicious  at 
once  for  "An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure". 

Alstead's  police  log  continues  to  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints 
handled  each  year.  However,  the  nature  of  the  complaints  stay  much  the  same 
but  there  are  noticeable  increases  in  some  areas.  Problems  with  our  youth 
seem  to  be  at  the  top  of  the  list  with  their  involvement  in  drugs,  breaks,  run 
aways  and  discontentment  in  the  home.  Certainly,  Alstead  is  not  alone  with 
this  statistic  but  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 

I  have  worked  this  year  with  a  probation  officer  in  this  area  who  has  gi\  en 
me  much  assistance.  I  appreciate  his  help  and  the  voluntary  help  extended  by 
officers  in  nearby  towns  in  emergency  situations.  My  thanks  also,  to  the  State 
Police  who  are  as  near  as  my  radio.  Thanks  to  the  three  crossing  guards  who 
are  also  in  order  for  their  faithful  duties  performed.

When  I  was  elected  last  March,  a  dedicated,  hard  working  road  agent 
retired.  1  wish  to  publicly  thank  Mr.  Clifford  Clark  for  all  the  help  he  has  been 
to  me  since  1  have  taken  office.  Clifford  and  Ina  have  gladly  passed  along 
useful  information  and  have  always  given  their  time  with  the  sincerest  of  good 
will.  I  also  appreciate  the  help  of  Lee  Soucie  and  Richard  Clark  who  have 
continued  to  assist  me  this  past  year. 

Tarring  was  done  on  the  lower  end  of  the  Mine  Road  and  on  the  Hill 
Road  this  past  year. 

Duncan  money  was  spent  on  widening  Bennett  Hill  and  from  the  Sid 
Pratt  place  toward  Slade  Hill  as  far  as  the  money  went.  This  makes  for  easier 
snow  plowing  and  to  accommodate  the  increasing  traffic. 

The  T.R.A.  money  has  been  held  over  because  the  bridge  by  Wayne 
Buffum's  is  in  poor  condition,  making  it  unsafefortheremainder  of  the  gravel 
to  be  hauled  to  the  Corbin  Road. 

The  Bell  Hill  bridge  was  reconstructed  this  past  summer  and  now  is  a  two 
land  bridge.  South  Woods  bridge  was  replaced  with  new  timbers  and  planks. 
Several  other  bridges  also  were  repaired. 

Parts  of  South  Woods  Road,  Bacon's  and  Putnam's  Roads  were  widened 
in  narrow  spots  for  better  snow  plowing. 

Culverts  were  replaced  on  Slade  Hill,  Pratt's,  Log  Cabin,  Metcalfs  and 
Pine  Cliff  Road. 

With  the  closing  of  Comstock's  gravel  pit,  we  have  been  getting  most  of 
our  gravel  from  Donald  Wood's  pit.  This  being  somewhat  finer  gravel  and 
with  the  help  of  the  new  rock  rake,  some  of  the  dirt  roads  have  been  easier  to 
maintain.  Some  crushed  gravel  was  used  on  the  Pine  Cliff  Road,  Pine  Grove 
Cemetery,  Cooper  Hill  and  Bacon's  Road. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Alstead  for  any  assistance  given  to  me  this 
past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FALL  MOUNTAIN 

VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

TO  THE  TOWN  OF  ALSTEAD 

The  Fall  Mountain  V.N. A.  provided  a  total  of  3302  units  of  service  to  the 
five-town  area  of  Alstead,  Acworth,  Charlestown.  Langdon  and  North 
Walpole  in  1976. 

Alstead  received  a  total  of  367  units  of  service:  265  nursing  and 
occupational  therapy  visits  were  made  by  professional  staff;  102  Alstead 
residents  were  seen  in  clinics. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  V.N.A.'s  services  include  evaluation  \  isits.  \  isits 
made  to  patients  who  are  unable  to  pay.  visits  to  new  mothers  and  newborn 
infants,  health  promotion-disease  prevention  work  and  clinic  services,  none 
of  which  are  reimbursable. 

Although  Alstead  received  fewer  services  in  1 976  than  the  473  received  m 
1975,  experience  from  year  to  year  shows  the  proportionate  number  of 
services  varies  from  town  to  town  and  balances  for  each  over  a  period  of 
several  years.  Also,  actual  non-reimbursed  Alstead  patient  service  costs  in 
1976  totaled  $3,660.  Of  that  amount  only  $1,850  was  met  by  the  tax 
appropriation,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,810.  This  indebtedness  contributed  to 
a  deficit  that  the  Agency  was  forced  to  meet  by  using  up  capital  reserves  and 
obtaining  a  loan  that  must  be  repaid  in  1977. 

Increased  costs,  plus  the  need  to  cover  non-reimbursable  services,  make  it 
necessary  for  the  Agency  to  request  $2.50  per  capita  in  1977.  Without  this 
amount  the  V.N. A.  may  be  forced  to  reduce  its  number  of  otherwise  non- 
reimbursable services,  a  course  that  ultimately  would  be  more  costly  both  to 
the  patients  and  to  the  community.

We  would  like  to  express  with  sincere  gratitude  our 
appreciation  to  all  of  those  who  worked  in  co-ordinating  the  events  scheduled 
for  the  Bicentennial. 
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VILAS  POOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Vilas  Pool  opened  for  the  1976  season  with  John  Pellerin  as  supervisor. 
Carol  Oleski  and  Ron  Miller  were  hired  as  full-time  guards.  Bruce  Ward 
acted  as  substitute  and  part-time  guard.  Others  were  hired  as  needed. 

There  are  many  projects  that  needed  to  be  done  to  bring  Vilas  Pool  to  its 
top  condition.  Two  projects  had  to  be  undertaken  before  the  Pool  was  even 
able  to  open.  The  complete  plumbing  had  to  be  replaced  and  dredging  of  the 
pool  was  necessary.  Due  to  the  cold  and  rainy  spring  season,  Vilas  Pool  didn't 
open  until  the  second  week  of  June.  The  Committee  thanks  everyone  for  their 
understanding  and  cooperation  at  that  time. 

The  Pool  and  area  were  cleaned  and  cleared  by  Ralph  Balla  &  Sons.  The 
large  accumulation  of  silt  and  debris  were  hauled  to  the  "Island"  and  levelled 
and  wouldn't  it  be  a  wonderful  thing  to  restore  the  island  with  picnic  tables  as 
it  was  50  years  ago.  The  cost  of  the  plumbing  and  cleaning  of  the  pool  were 
just  all  that  were  able  to  be  accomplished  within  the  1976  budget. 

This  year  was  the  50th  Anniversary  of  the  Pool  which  Alstead  has  had  the 
privilege  of  funding  by  its  humanitarian  benefactor  Charles  Vilas.  A  Vilas 
Pool  Day  was  held  to  celebrate  this  anniversary  and  largely  attended  by  old 
and  young  alike.  A  varied  program  of  events  took  place  and  the  Committee 
felt  that  it  was  worthwhile  and  wish  to  thank  the  many  who  attended  and 
contributed  to  make  it  a  success.  It  would  be  impossible  to  thank  each  one  of 
you  individually  without  leaving  someone  out. 

The  management  of  Vilas  Pool  was  turned  over  to  one  of  the  Pool 
Committee  members  Skip  Cannan  and  to  Bill  Kibbee  upon  the  resignation 
the  last  few  weeks  of  the  pool  of  John  Pellerin.  Red  Cross  Swimming  Lessons 
were  taught  by  Carol  Oleski  assisted  by  Ron  Miller.  These  lessons  were 
offered  in  2  two-week  sessions.  The  American  Red  Cross  paid  for  the  first  two 
weeks  of  these  lessons.  Like  many  non-profit  organizations  relying  on 
donations  these  offers  will  not  always  be  available.  The  Committee  felt  there 
was  a  need  and  it  would  be  beneificial  to  the  youngsters  of  the  surrounding 
towns  to  try  this  type  of  program.  It  proved  most  successful  and  the 
improvement  in  the  swimming  skills  were  substantially  noticed  even  at  the 
events  on  Vilas  Pool  Day.  The  first  two  weeks  had  45  enrolled  and  the  2nd  85. 

Charles  Vilas  left  a  great  naturally  damned  recreation  area  for  the  use  of 
the  towns  and  at  the  time  intended  the  amount  of  money  left  (Interest  to  be 
used  only)  was  more  than  ample  to  cover  his  intentions  of  supervision, 
maintenance  and  the  promotion  of  music  for  the  town. 

Each  of  us  realize  the  inflated  cost  of  living  has  left  the  Pool  without 
adequate  funds  to  fully  maintain  the  recreation  facility  at  100%  upkeep.  This 
Committee  as  those  in  the  past  has  tried  to  do  some  project  each  year.  Just  a 
few  suggestions  from  this  Committee  that  have  got  to  be  accomplished  within 
the  next  few  years  are  major  and  minor.  The  most  important  at  present  is  the 
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Men's  Dressing  Room.  The  building  needs  new  underpinnings  and  sills  and  a 
new  flooring.  The  Pavillion  itself  needs  much  work  from  roofing  to  the 
outside  siding  needing  to  be  refurnished.  A  most  unusual  center  fireplace  that 
the  Alstead  Fire  Department  courteously  checked  out  and  found  needed 
repair  before  they  considered  it  safe  to  use.  The  supervisor's  apartment  is  in 
great  need  for  furnishing  as  some  pieces  are  no  doubt  the  original  piece  that 
were  there  when  the  apartment  was  established. 

One  of  the  unique  assets  of  the  Pool  is  the  Bell  Tower.  The  series  of  12 
Clarrion  bells,  is  housed  in  a  stone  tower  that  requires  minor  repair  to  its 
masonery.  This  past  year  Bill  Brys  of  Charlestown  volunteered  his  services  in 
doing  minor  repair  to  get  all  the  bells  to  chime.  Over  the  years  they  have  been 
abused  and  not  given  their  respect  due  causing  them  now  to  really  require  the 
attention  of  professional  advisors. 

Another  very  important  item  concerning  the  Committee  is  the  need  for 
our  beautiful  stately  pines  that  now  require  attention.  Limbs  should  be 
removed  and  pruning  should  be  done  again  professional  advice  is  needed  to 
preserve  these  beautiful  assets. 

We  see  Vilas  Pool  as  a  majestic  beautiful  place  to  be  on  a  summer 
afternoon.  Do  we  wish  to  preserve  and  really  show  our  conern? 

If  anyone  has  suggestions  or  desire  to  contribute  their  time  and  efforts  the 
Committee  and  Selectmen  would  be  most  pleased  to  hear  from  you.  As  a 
concern  and  interest  in  retaining  our  beautiful  facility  is  all  that  is  truly 
needed.  Over  the  years  many  have  given  of  their  time  and  talents  and  this 
interest  is  a  must,  and  that  which  too  many  have  taken  to  retain  for  granted. 

Again  this  year  we  were  able  to  have  several  MANPOWER  trained  and 
sponsored  young  people  to  help  with  the  ground's  maintenance.  Without  this 
program  we  would  not  be  able  to  maintain  the  grounds  in  the  care  that  is 
required  to  keep  the  grounds  and  recreation  area  groomed. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  see  Vilas  Pool  become  again  the  focal 
recreation  point  of  young  and  old  alike.  Mr.  Vilas  provided  a  source  of 
musical  entertainment  throughout  the  summer  months  that  should  be 
retained.  A  band  concert  was  presented  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Cuniff. 
This  group  is  of  local  talent  and  interested  persons  wishing  to  preserve  the 
beautiful  sounds  of  musical  concerts.  One  Saturday  afternoon  there  was  a 
demonstration  of  dancing  presented  by  Marlboro  Morrison  Dancers 
illustrating  English  style  dancing.  These  and  other  types  of  programs  are 
hoped  to  be  carried  out  during  the  summer  fulfilling  Mr.  Vilas'  desire  to 
provide  and  maintain  the  musical  culture  of  our  heritage. 

Programs  to  benefit  and  teach  our  \outh  are  another  interest  the 
Committee  wishes  to  see  expanded  with  recreational  supervision.  Swimming 
lessons  and  recreational  equipment  geared  to  interest  and  bring  our  youth  to  a 


worthwhile  and  healthy  program. 

We  again  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  each  and  everyone 
who  contributed  in  any  way  for  their  help  in  making  this  50th  Anniversary  of 
Vilas  Pool  a  success.

1 976  and  have  prepared  the 
attached  exhibits  and  schedules  in  conformity  with  the  recommended 
format  prescribed  by  the  Municipal  Services  Division  of  the  State  o\  New 
Hampshire.  Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Treasurer.  Tax  Collector.  Town  Clerk. 
Vilas  Pool  Fund.  Arch  Pond  Committee,  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 
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FINANCIAL  INFORMATION 
General  Fund: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheet-  December  31, 1975  and  December  31, 1976: 

(Exhibit  A-1) 

A  comparative  balance  sheet  disclosing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
general  fund  as  of  December  31,1 975  and  December  31,1 976,  is  presented  in 
Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
changed  from  a  current  surplus  of  $1 1,864  at  December  31,  1975,  to  a  current 
deficit  of  $23,539  at  December  31,  1976. 

In  addition  to  overspending  budgetary  appropriations  as  indicated  in 
Exhibit  A-3,  the  principal  factor  responsible  for  the  current  deficit  at 
December  31,  1976  was  an  error  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  the 
computation  of  the  1976  tax  rate.  Two  mathematical  errors  on  the  statement 
of  appropriations  form  resulted  in  property  taxes  being  raised  under 
budgetary  requirements  by  $22,956.  The  required  amount  to  be  raised  by 
property  taxes  should  have  been  $451,443,  instead  of  $428,487,  which  would 
have  resulted  in  a  tax  rate  of  approximately  4.67  rather  than  4.44. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Current  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  current  financial  condition  of  the  Town  is 
contained  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated 
therein. 

Comparative    Statements    of    Appropriations    and    Expenditures    - 
Estimated  and  Actual  Revenue:  (Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated 
and  actual  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,1 976  are  presented 
in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a 
net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $28,216,  plus  a  revenue  deficit  of  $2,231, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $30,447  in  1976. 

Long-Term  Indebtedness: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheet-  December  31, 1975  and  December  31, 1976: 

(Exhibit  A-5) 

A  comparative  balance  sheet  disclosing  the  long-term  indebtedness  of  the 
Town  as  of  December  31,  1975  and  December  31,  1976  is  presented  in  Exhibit 
A-5.  The  long-term  debt  decreased  by  $8,500  in  1976,  from  $18,500  at

Hampshire.  Although  not  considered  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the 
financial  statements  and  results  of  operations,  our  examination  of  these 
accounts  included  the  same  tests  and  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  aforementioned  financial  statements.  In  our  opinion, 
these  exhibits  are  stated  fairly  in  all  material  respects  when  considered  in 
conjunction  with  the  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies: 

Funds: 

Under  governmental  accounting,  self-balancing  financial  statements  are 
prepared  for  each  fund.  A  fund  is  defined  as  an  independent  fiscal  and 
accounting  entity  with  a  self-balancing  set  of  accounts;  recording  cash  and 
other  resources  together  with  all  related  liabilities,  obligations,  reserves,  and 
equities  which  are  segregated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  specific  activities 
or  attaining  certain  objectives  in  accordance  with  special  regulations  or 
limitations.  Please  refer  to  the  exhibits  enumerated  in  the  table  of  contents  for 
the  funds  included  in  this  report. 

Accounting  Method: 

The  Town  of  Alstead  maintains  its  financial  records  using  budgetary  and 
single  entry  cash  basis  accounting.  The  financial  statements  have  been 
prepared  under  the  modified  accrual  method  of  accounting  as  applied  to 
governmental  entities.  Routine  operating  bills  received  after  December  31, 
are  included  in  the  subsequent  year's  expenses.  This  practice  is  consistent  with 
that  of  preceding  fiscal  years. 
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General  Fixed  Assets: 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  fixed  assets.  Accordingly,  a 
report  of  this  type  of  fund  was  not  included  within  the  scope  of  this  audit. 

Motor  Vehicle  Permit  Fees: 

The  present  system  inaugurated  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  issuing 
motor  vehicle  permits  to  the  Town  Clerks  creates  an  audit  problem  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  permits  are  preprinted  and  are  not  issued  by  the  Clerk  and 
subsequently  recorded  in  the  cash  book  in  numerical  sequence. 

Although  our  examination  of  the  records  included  such  tests  as  we 
considered  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements,  it  is 
not  practical  to  account  for  100%  of  the  motor  vehicle  permits  issued  to  the 
Clerk  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.
